The Stamp Review 
of Old and New 


UNITED STATES. A new com- 
memorative stamp will be issued 
as soon as a design is approved by 
the Postmaster General. It will 
commemorate the Tercentenary of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony and 
the denomination will be 2c. 


AUSTRALIA. The 5sh Kanga- 
roo has been added to the new 
watermarked paper series. Water- 
marked small crown and A mult., 
Perf 12. 5sh yellow and gray type 
Al. 


CUBA. A set of commemorative 
stamps has been announced by the 
Secretary of Communications. 
They will be issued March 15th in 
connection with the Centro-Ameri- 
can Olympic games to be held in 
Havana from March 15th to April 
5th, and will consist of 5 values 
viz., 1 cent, 2 cents, 5 cents, 10 
cents, and 20 cents. As the issue 
will be limited we fear they will 
be bought up by a favored few, 
and suffer the same fate as the 
“CAPITOLEO” stamps. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA. The 1.50K 
carmine type All has appeared on 
unwatermarked paper. President 
Masaryk is pictured on 3 stamps 
of a new design 50 H green, 60 H 
violet and 1K carmine. Three high 
values of the 1928 issue have been 


reissued in new colors. The 3K, 
4K and 5K.

MOVIES GIVE STAMPS 


Howard Codding, Director of 
National Publicity for the Society 
of Philatelic Americans advises 
that several of the Cleveland Pic- 
ture Shows are giving away pack- 
ets of stamps at the Saturday 
matinees to all young folks who 
attend the shows. A_ different 
packet is given each Saturday and 
after an attendance of several 
times the youngsters have a re- 
spectable start toward a collection 
of stamps. 

If this plan is worked generally 
throughout the country it will in 
a short time absorb an enormous 
number of cheap stamps. 


LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS" 


DO NOT OVERLOOK THIS 


Under section 3841! of the Post- 
al Laws and Regulations, business 
concerns are permitted to print 
what are known as Business Reply 
Cards or Business Reply Enve- 
lopes. These are printed with a 
permit in the corner of the card 
or envelope and bear information 
that postage will be paid by the 
addressee. When the card comes 
back to the addressee he is obliged 
to pay 2c postage and on the en- 
velope 3c postage. The postage is 
collected by affixing postage due 
stamps to the cards or envelopes. 
In cases where business concerns 
receive large quantities of these 
return cards or envelopes they *are 
tied together in bundles, the total 
amount of postage is figured and 
postage due stamps of high values 
are placed on one of the cards or 
envelopes, to cover the amount due 
for the bunch. Thus in this man- 
ner many high value precancelled 
dues will be used and can be had 
from the business firms which use 
these cards and envelopes if you 
are acquainted with such firms. 
At the present time the Literary 
Digest is taking a poll of 20, 000,- 
000 people on the Prohibition ques- 
tion. This is done by sending out 
these return reply cards for which 
they will have to pay 2c for each 
one that is returned to them. 
Should all be returned, the total 
postage will amount to $400,000.00 
and under the present system of 
collecting this postage, due stamps 
for that amount will have to be 
affixed to bundles of the cards. 
Since the largest face value due 
stamp is the 50c value, it will re- 
quire 800,000 stamps of 50c value 
to take care of this one mailing, 
if they all come back and Clyde 
Gibbons says they are coming 
strong. 

Truly there is need for a high 
value postage due stamp. 

At a low estimate of cost, it 
would be safe to say that the poll 
that is being taken by the Literary 
Digest will cost not less than three 
quarters of a million dollars.

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HAWAII SURCHARGE 


SPACING 


WIDE 


The Molly Pitcher surcharge on 
the 2c stamps has been found with 
wide spacing between two rows of 
surcharges on vertical pairs or 
blocks. This wide spacing is 
caused by some freak of printing 
and runs entirely across a sheet or 
pane of 100 stamps thus making 
ten vertical pairs in a sheet. This 
variety of the Molly Pitcher differs 
from the normal pairs by having 
about five millimeters more space 
between two rows of surcharging 
than on normal sheets. In the 
Molly Pitchers, blocks of four have 
been widely offered and _ have 
brought quite good prices but a 
far more rare variety of the same 
sort is the Hawaii surcharge with 
wide or abnormal spacing on a 
vertical pair. The wide spacing 
variety on the Hawaii stamps 
shows about ten millimeters more 
spacing between the two rows of the 
surcharge than on normal sheets. 
It is far more rare than the Molly 
Pitcher variety and is seldom of- 
fered. 

Don Minnick of the Lake Stamp 
Company of Toledo submits a large 
block of stamps containing in the 
piece two blocks of four of this 
rare wide spaced Hawaii surcharge 
on the 2c value. It has not been 
found on the 5c stamps. Scott lists 
this variety at $125.00. This price 
is of course for a vertical pair and 
is a fair indication of the rarity of 
the stamps. 

The piece that Mr. Minnick sub- 
mits was found by Mr. L. M. 
Bridenbaugh of Toledo who un- 
fortunately had torn up the sheet 
and used many of the stamps on 
letters before he had noted the 
difference in the spacing so that 
only a large block containing in its 


makeup, two blocks of four still 
remain. 
Collectors would do well to 


watch for these freaks and varie- 
ties. With the discovery of the 
wide spacing variety in both the 
Molly Pitcher and the Hawaiian 
stamps of which the quantity 
printed is very small, it would ap- 
pear that these varieties should 
turn up frequently in the Bureau 
Print Precancels and anyone hav- 
ing access to quantities of these 
sheets should scan them carefully 
for such a variety as they would 
be well worth garnering.

Lawrence Brothers of Anamosa, 
Iowa, have issued a catalogue of 
Buro Prints.

The 
list is desirable for comparison 
with other prices and is therefore 
of interest to collectors of these 
stamps. 
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TALKS ON NETHERLANDS 


The first March meeting of the 
Columbus Philatelic Club was held 
on March 7, 1930.

In the line of firsts Netherlands 
seems to have its share for Mr. 
Van Leeuwen also referred us to 
Scott’s Catalogue which showed 
Netherlands issued the first post- 
age due stamp, for one of its colo- 
nies. 

Mr. E. F. Robinson of Cryn 
Athys, Pa., paid the club a visit 
at its last meeting. 

The next meeting of the club will 
be held on April 4, 1930. 


BY AN OLD TIMER 


W. E. Greenaway of the Louis- 
ville Stamp Society sends a clip- 
ping from the Herald-Post of 
Louisville. It is entitled “Mostly at 
Random” and gives evidence of be- 
ing written by a man who knew 
his stamps in the years long ago 
as well as knowing other things 
too. The clipping was written by 
E. A. Jonas, Editor of the Herald- 
Post, who had seen an exhibition 
of stamps which members of the 
Louisville Society had placed in 
the window of the leading book 
store of Louisville.

My dear George:- 


Your editorial concerning the in- 
advisability of collecting complete 
coverage or even directional cov- 
erage does not seem to coincide 
with the present demand of the 
market. Have you read Dickason’s 
report on his last auction? He 
states that complete coverage was 
much in demand and that bids were 
good on them, or words to that 
effect, if you have not read it 
please do so, it is interesting. 

However, I do agree with you in 
a sense, it certainly is monotonous 
to pursue pages and pages of the 
same drab nature. But, take a 
plane leaving Boston (for ex- 
ample), on a first flight south to 
Hartford at 10:30 A. M. carrying 
20,000 pieces of mail, the North- 
bound plane leaves the same day 
at 4:30 P. M. and carries 120 pieces 
of mail. Here we have an example 
of what has happend on many of 
the C. A. M. routes, for some time 
now such covers are priced at 30 
to 50 cents because not enough re- 
search work was made to deter- 
mine the scarcity of such covers, 
this year you will find a big change 
as to the number carried and the 
prices of some of these C. A. M.’s 
You must agree that a plane leav- 
ing Boston for the South and an 
entirely different plane leaves 
North for Portland, Me., is in 
reality two separate FIRST 
FLIGHTS and to cities that re- 
ceive service for the first time. 
One COULD compromise by plac- 
ing just one of these covers in 
their collection, the common one 
to start and when the rarer one 
is obtained discard the common 
one. I would very much like your 


opinion on this phase of C. A. M. 
collecting, if you wish I would like 
to see you reprint my ideas in 
order to determine the pro and con 
from the collectors. 

I have great faith in your publi- 
cation and to prove it I want to be 
one of the first to subscribe for 
life, evidence of my low number 
will prove that I was one of the 
first to snap up your offer. 

Good luck and prosperity to your 
interesting journal, I expect to see 
it accomplish big things.

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AIR MAIL PILOTS THAT I 
KNOW 





By George A. Zimmerman, Direc- 
tor American Air Mail Society 
Since starting these articles on 

Air Mail Pilots That I Know, I 

have received numerous requests 

for more, so today I will tell of 
two more who are at present blaz- 
in the air trail. 

My first pilot on this trip will 
be Norman Wise, nicknamed 
“Pop” by his brother aviators, and 
known in days gone by as a “Dare 
Devil,” for he holds what I think 
is nearly the world’s record of 
parachute jumps, having 317 to 
his credit during his flying career, 
and said to be the only man who 
ever made three successful leaps 
from a plane into water. 

Pilot Norman “Pop” Wise was 
former Chief Flight Instructor at 
Tennessee’s Sky Harbor, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and now has suddenly 
grown restless with training em- 
bryo aviators at Sky Harbor Air- 
port, and lately has been trans- 
ferred to the “Mammy Song 
Route,” between Evansville, Ind., 
and Atlanta, Ga., operated by the 
Interstate Airlines, Inc., C. A. M. 
30. 

Flying the mail suits “Pop” 
much better. For one to know this 
chap they would say he requires 
“activity,” which the hill and 
mountain country down through 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Georgia 
surely can offer him. For in 
weather that seems to create fog 
and heavy rains over the mountain 
ranges below the Mason-Dixon 
line, pilots find that it requires 
something more than a_ mere 
knowledge of how to hold your 
feet on the rudders and clinch a 
“stick” in one hand, although no 
prettier country could be chosen 
for air travel than this very run 
between Evansville and Atlanta. 

Pilot “Pop” Wise began his ca- 
reer in Shreveport under the tute- 
lage of Garner Nagle, Chief Pilot 
of the National Airways Corp. He 
was for a time with Chubby Wat- 
son’s Flying Circus and later with 
Mabel Cody’s Flying Circus. Dur- 
ing that time he was chief stunt 
performer, doing parachuting, 
wing walking, rope climbing and 
other breath-taking stunts, at 
every town at which the aerial 
troupe stopped. 

One of the most daring of his 
stunts was to parachute from an 
altitude of 500 feet into a base- 
ball park for the amusement of 
spectators, which is about the low- 
est altitude known to be success- 
fully tried. But “Pop” says he has 
quit such foolishness, as he now 
calls it, and has settled down to 
real flying business by flying the 
Air Mail between Evansville, Ind., 
and Atlanta, Ga. I know that col- 
lectors who have his autograph on 
covers will surely appreciate them 
now.

My next pilot on the list is a 
well likeable chap, Pilot Durward 
Ledbetter, also flying the Air Mail 
on the Interstate Airlines, Inc., be- 
tween Evansville, Ind., and At- 
lanta, Ga. Pilot Ledbetter also 
has a nickname tied to him, 
known as “Duke” among his com- 
rades, and as some flyers take 
their mail runs seriously, and most 


of them should, but “Duke” man- 
ages to get a certain amount of 
humor out of the experience he 
encounters, some of which have 
been among those he’d rather for- 
get. : 

Once upon a time—one of his 
experiences might begin—‘Duke 
ran into a heavy snowstorm dur- 
ing his trip across the hills of 
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Tennessee, and forced to land 
among trees and hollows, picked 
himself out a level spot and sat 
down in snow that nearly covered 
him up when he came to a stand- 
still. The Interstate Airlines 
thought he had been lost, and all 
the time he was down in the hill 
country getting acquainted with 
the “natives,” as he refers to resi- 
dents there, talking them _ into 
carrying him to the nearest tele- 
phone, and lining up, arm-in-arm 
the day or two afterwards, to 
tramp down a runway so he could 
“be on his way” once more to 
civilization. 

Nothing seems to particularly 
dampen “Duke’s” humor, and to 
give him the proper outlet for his 
“stories of flying the mail,” as he 
has recently taken to writing-up 
the yarns for various publications 
about the country. One of his 
greatest “kicks” seems to come 
from watching the pigs and don- 
keys “gallop” across their farm 
lots when a stiff head-wind makes 
it necessary for him to fly his mail 
plane lower than usual. “Duke” 
has a host of friends. On one trip 
with him, we were “hedge hog- 
ging” along, flying about low 
enough to clear the tall trees, 
when we passed right almost in 
the back yard of a farm, some 
children were there to greet him, 
as I found out later on in the trip, 
along the route, children would be 
watching for him, and it is every 
day the same, as he wings his way 


past school houses, _ especially 
down in Kentucky. 
Born in the South, Ledbetter 


once flew with Douglas Davis Fly- 
ing Service. He has now been fly- 
ing over five years, and about a 
year ago joined the Interstate 
Airlines, Inc. If any of you col- 
lectors ever get a chance to ride 
a plane and have “Duke” for a 
pilot, I am sure you will get more 
amusement and pleasure with your 
ride than under other circum- 
stances, because he is the whole 
show himself, and there is not one 
dreary moment during the entire 
journey. He is very easy to get 
an autograph from, and has signed 
many a cover for the air mail cov- 
er collectors. 


HOW DO YOU OPEN A COVER? 





Mrs. T. T. Hires of Ardmore, Pa., 
makes the suggestion that dealers 
in Air Mail Covers adopt a stand- 
ard method of opening covers. Of 
course some covers are not opened 
and need not be for they are 
mailed out with fillers and are 
known to contain no message or 
anything that should be removed 
but in opening an ordinary cover 
from a friend or a cover in your 
daily mail, Mrs. Hires believes that 
it would be desirable for dealers 
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and collectors to adopt a uniform 
method. Mrs. Hires goes further 
and suggests that the method sug- 
gested by LINPRINT, the opening 
of covers at their left end seems 
the most desirable and practical. 
The LINPRINT Cover Album pro- 
vides for the placing of covers in 
the album by slipping a tongue 
into the cover at the left end. The 
advantage of opening a cover at 
the left end are obvious to anyone 
who will think for a moment on 
the matter. 

If a cover is opened at top or 
right, the open edge will be near 
the postage stamp and there is 
much greater possibility of the 
stamp becoming torn or damaged 
from handling of the cover, where- 
as if opened at the end farthest 
from the stamp, the stamp is cer- 
tain to be better preserved. It is 
also desirable in opening covers to 
cut them open with a pair of 
shears, thus getting a clean smooth 
edge and not a ragged rough edge 
as is made by using a paper knife 
or other instrument to slit the 
cover.

There is much of interest in a 
letter from George P. Stimson of 
Cincinnati, who writes about the 
meeting of the Junior Air Mail 
League of Cincinnati. George 
says: “On Sunday, March 2, 1930, 
the League held its second weekly 
meeting at the home of one of its 
members. President Bill Buck 
held an Air Mail Auction of his 
duplicate covers which included al- 
most every event of the past year. 
He sold his entire stock, some fifty 
odd covers, for about $7.50.” 

Well, that is better than a lot of 
dealers do. If some of the big 
fellows could hold an auction and 
sell their whole stock they sure 
would be going some.

ST. PIERRE AND MIQUELON 


These two islands, lying off the 
southern coast of Newfoundland, 
have been in the possession of 
France since 1763. The inhabi- 
tants subsist entirely by the cod 
fisheries and the other industries 
attached to them. The later stamps 
depict objects, typically maritime. 
The le portrays a fisherman wear- 
ing a “norwester”; the 25c shows 
a seagull with its wings outspread 
in flight; the 1 Fr. pictures a full 
rigged fishing vessel. 

Recently, as a result of the ad- 
vantageous location, the island be- 
came a haven for rum-runners. 
This nefarious trade is being sup- 
pressed and the fishermen can now 
go about their fishing as they did 
before the Volstead Act. 


PHILATELIC PROPAGANDA 


Recently while looking through 
a collection of Polish stamps, I 
noticed an odd surcharge. It was 
printed diagonally across the sur- 
face of the stamp, and after close 
examination we discovered that it 
was not a surcharge. The inscrip- 
tion was in German and was to the 
effect that the German monetary 
standard was higher and more 
stable than that of Poland. The 
last two words, “Wohlt Deutschl’, 
mean “vote for Germany” and lead 
one to believe that the stamps 
were circulated in various towns 
along the German-Polish border, 
where plebiscites will soon take 
place. If you are in doubt about 
any such items, we do not think 
that they will be classified as post- 
age stamps because they had no 
franking value. 


JOHN HUSS 


The 1920 issue of Czechoslovakia 
pays tribute to the memory of 
John Huss, the country’s outstand- 
ing religious hero (Scott’s No. 44). 
Huss’ life is typical of the struggle 
between the radical theologists and 
the Roman Catholic Church, in the 
late middle ages.

where he later became a lecturer.

The city sup- 
ported Huss and the Pope was 
compelled to acquiesce. The quar- 
rel broke out again and finally, in 
1415, the Bohemian saint was 
burned at the stake. A party who 
called themselves Calixtines, and 
abided by his teachings were ac- 
tive for many years after his 
death. 


SANITATION IN THE CONGO 


Not so many years ago, Belgium 
was being roundly criticized for 
the inhumane treatment of the 
natives in Belgian Congo. In fact, 
many persons were in favor of 
changing the sovereignity of the 
territory. But now things are dif- 
ferent and the Belgian government 
seeks to advertise this fact by 
means of the postage stamps of 
Congo. The 1930 Semi-postals de- 
pict various native scenes, showing 
the improved conditions, and, at 
the same time, pay tribute to the 
work of the missionaries. The set 
exists, surcharged, for use in Bel- 
gian East Africa.

The stamp 
is without perforations at top and 
bottom and the cancellation marks 
which are the regular machine can- 
cellation wavy lines run off the 
stamp at the bottom thus show- 
ing that if a clipped copy it was 
clipped before being placed on the 
envelope. Mr. Dempsey states that 
the stamp was found in a U. S. 
Mission mixture that he had 
bought so it is most probable that 
it was not a copy clipped by any 
stamp man for a joke or other 
reasons. 

In these days when errors fre- 
quently turn up it is just probable 
that this may be a part perfor- 
ated copy but of course, in a single 
copy it could hardly be accepted 
as such. Should any other read- 
ers of Linn’s Weekly have. noted 
similar copies the publishers 
should be glad to hear the details.
